Terrible Combat with Rats. 


The Carlisle (Pa.) Herald relates 
the following, which, in the way 
of a rat story, ought to take the pre- 
mium : 

Mr. Jesse Laverty, of ast Penn- 
sylvania, was lately very much an- 
noyed by rats, which carried off his 
eges, and made sad work with his 
corn iu his crib, and then invaded 
his granary and commenced destroy- 
ing a bin of wheat. On examination 
he fuund there was but one — 
where they got in. He thereupon 
resolved to kill the rats by an arti- 
fice well worthy of the cause. He 
strewed corn meal fiberally on the 
floor of the granary, and about one 
hour later he nailed up the hole. 
Then calling his dog, (a Spanish ter- 
rier,) and arming himself with aclub, 
he went forth to battle. 

Now, the door tothe granary is 
fastened with a long wooden latch 
extending clear across it, and can 
only be opened from the outside, and 
Mr. IL, on eutering, drew the gran- 
ary doorshut and heard the lateh 
fall. He ther thcught the enemy 
was his, but this wasan error. The 
rats were more numerous than he 
expected, and, finding no way of es- 


dog with great fury. Mr. I.., laid on 
his blows hard and fast, and one 
blow, aimed atarat, unfortunately 
hit the dog onthe head and killed 
him. 

Being thus deprived of his faithful 
ally, he would have then fled, but 
could vot, and he then commenced 
calling for help. The rats mean- 
while kept skirmishing around his 
legs, ran up his body, bit his hands, 
and ove bolder than the rest bit his 
nose. Itis impossible to say what 
the result of this unequal contest 
would have been, had nota passing 
neighbor, attracted by the noise and 
cries, gone to the relief. When res- 
cued he presented a shocking spee- 
tacle, his face and hands bloody, and 
his clothes torn into shreds. 

When his wounds were eared for 
he biton a better plan of warfare. 
Borrowing twelve cats, Which, with 
his own, made fifteen, he in the eve- 
ning shut them upin the granary 
with the rats, and the next mornin 
he found, on examination, ten deat 
one, and with 
one eye apiece. ‘The remaining two 
were unliurt, and by actual count he 
found one hundred and nineteen 
dead rats. Of the dead dog there 
Was nothing left but the bones and 
hair, (he rats doubtless having eaten 
hitn while Mr. Laverty was huuting 
cats.
